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DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner *s Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 10-14, 26-30, 43-47, and 50-59, previously withdrawn from consideration for 
being drawn towards a non-elected invention, have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 thru 9, 15 thru 25, and 31 thru 33 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: The references of record, either singularly or in combination, 
do not teach or suggest at least a memory array comprising: a first row of transistors and a 
second row of transistors being located in adjacent rows; a first word line connected to each of 
said first row of transistors; and a second word line connected to each of said second row of 
transistors, wherein a layer forming said first word line is laid on top of a layer forming said 
second word line such that said first word line is centered over said second word line. 

Regarding claims 17-25, and 31-33, the references of record, either singularly or in 
combination, do not teach or suggest at least a memory unit comprising: a first row of transistors 
and a second row of transistors being located in adjacent rows; a first word line connected to 
each of said first row of transistors; and a second word line connected to each of said second row 
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of transistors, wherein a layer forming said first word line is laid on top of a layer forming said 
second word line such that said first word line is centered over said second word line.
